The inhabitants were not permitted to eater the 
woods during these maneuvers, Only raliable Commmists were selected to guard 
the border mountain teps, although even “hey were not allowed to approach the

A new order of service is to be valid on 1 October 1950, but it was put ‘inte 
effect in some garrisons as early as June 1950, In Turciansky Svaty Marsin 
(250/069) , day duty was extended to 10 p.mo., and the daily order was read at 
9230 pom. every day except Sunday. This extension of duty hours provided tine 
in most cases for evening lectures on Communistic theory. The groups met in 
units of ten with a cell leader. Troops were often kept on duty until 2 p.m. 
on Sundays and holidays. 
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
